The words "conservative" and "liberal" 


have been bandied about so much in the 
last few decades and especially in this 
election year that they have generally lost 
all practical meaning for most Americans. 
''Liberal" has come to mean either the 
most esoteric of progressive thinkers or 
thf most dangerous of radicals. A "con- 
servative" is depicted as the only one ca- 
pable of saving the nation's traditions of 
freedom and justice or trying to haul us 
all back to feudalism. 


Dr. Henry Wriston. at one time Presi- 


dent of Lawrence and more recently con- 
nected with the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions, offers a good description of what a 
conservative ought to be even though some 
of those who consider themselves conserva- 
tives may not fit the bill. 


"A true conservative does not insist 


upon the status quo: much less does he 
seek to reverse the historical process and 
turn the clock backwards. . . . The func- 
tion of the true conservative is to assess 
the historical situation with acuity and 
penetration. He must avoid starry-eyed op- 
timism that would expect him to brush 
aside adverse historical forces. He will re- 
tain from the past whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are just, whatso- 
ever things are of good report. At the 


A Child's Way ot Life 


There is a rather sad little book on the 


paperback market, written by Jessica Mit- 
ford. who caused such a storm ]ast year 
with The American Way of Death. Her 
Daughters and Rebels is quite a different 
book which tells the story of the Mitford 
Bisters, their upbringing in Britain's dying 
aristocratic society and their various ef- 
forts at escape. 


Jessica was the second youngest of sev- 


en children, six of them girls. She and 
her sisters were educated almost complete- 
ly at home by their mother, who presented 
history according to the good or nasty 
colors of various nations on the maps, and 
bv a series of oddly qualified governesses. 
The one Jessica remembers most fondly 
taught them the intricacies of shoplifting. 


The girls grew up in the twenties and 


thirties when England's social and political 
IK0 was undergoing far more revolutionary- 
changes than in the United States. One 
daughter rebelled by writing outrageous 
novels using members of her family as 
less than praiseworthy characters. Two be- 
came enthralled with home grown fascism 
(one married Sir Oswald Moseh. England's 
fascist leaden and that of Hitler's Ger- 
many. They even became part of the inner 
circles of Nazis around Hitler for a time. 


Jessica took the other route and em- 


braced, if not communism, as some critics 
rpve charged, at least the principle.-: of 
socialism. She eloped with Esmond Romiliy. 
nephew of Sir Winston Churchill, to take 
par' in the Spanish rjvil War.

They drifted irresponsibly through part of 
the country, mooching off their friends, 
sneaking into cabins to avoid paying their 
way. unperturbed by the inconsistency of 
their dedication to socialism and their ac- 
ceptance of help and lodging from the 
wealthy. They had a lovely time until the 
phony war °nded in Europe and Esmond 
joined the Canadian Air Force in the sum- 
mer of 1940. 


This is. in part, a tragic story. Their 


baby died and Romiliy was killed in ac- 
tion in 1941. Miss Mitford tries to assess 
blame for their problems and perhaps at 
the end she finds it. 


"Both Esmond and I would have scouted 


the idea that anything in our conduct -wa« 
remotely attributable either to heredity or 
to upbringing for ... 
we regarded our- 


selves as 'self-made" free agents in every 
respect, the products of our own actions 
and decisions. Yet our style of behavior 
during much of our life together, the 
strong streak of delinquency which f found 
so attractive in Esmond and which struck 
such a responsive chord in me. his care- 
free intransigence ... are not hard to trace 
to an English upper class ancestry and up- 
bringing The qualities of patience, mod- 
esty, forebearance and natural self-disci- 
pline . . . the instinctive respect for the 
fundamental dignity of every other human 
being . . . were on the whole conspicuously 
lacking in us. . . . Too much security as 
children, coupled with too much discipline 
imposed on us from above by force or the 
throat of force, bad de\eloped in us a high 
degree of wickedness, a sort of extension of 
childhood naughtiness " 


Whatever the causes, it is Hoar that the 


Romillys acted as naughty children. And 
perhaps here is a clue to many of those 
who bpcome so passionately attached to 1hp 
catcbworri type of simple solutions for the 
various ills of mankind and society. It takes 
maturity to accept the complexities of hf? 
and of government- Such matun1> is lark- 
ing in many so-railed adults who throng 
hv.stencal]} to one or another panacea or 
its spokesmen

Civil Strife on Cyprus Pits 
NATO Allies Against Each Other

The Cyprus pot is boiling 


again. 


For the moment, (he United 


Nations has kept the lid on but 
nobody has yet figured out 
how- to turn off the stove. 


The trouble is simple—both 


Greeks and Turks live on Cy- 
prus, third largest island in 
the Mediterranean, and they 
can't get along. The danger is 
far deeper — the free world is 
torn 
by 
loyalties 
to both 


Greece and Turkey, while the 
Communists engage in their 
old occupation of stirring any 
pot of trouble. 


On Cyprus itself, the Greeks 


are far stronger. In a popula- 
tion of half a million they out- 
number the Turks four to one. 
and they are well-armed. But 
Turkey is only 40 miles away 
from the north coast of Cy- 
prus, and the Turks are much 
better armed than is Greece. 
Turkey has half a million men 
under arms, is equipped with 
American 
Super-Sabre 
jets 


and naval vessels, and has a 
strong base at 
Iskenderun. 


just across the water from Cy- 
prus. Athens is 500 miles from 
Cvprus. and the Greek armed 
forces total less than 200,000. 


When Turks on Cyprus cry 


out for help. Turkey is in- 
c'med to rush to the aid of 
her beleaguered sons. That's 
what happened this time. 


PRESIDENT IS GREEK 


Archbishop Makarios. presi- 


dent of Cyprus, is a Greek, 
with natural sympathies for 
the island's Greek majority. 
Some sav he turned his head 
when the Greek Cypriote mil- 
iiary leaders decided to wipe 
out the Turkish enclave of vil- 
lages high in the northwest 
corner of Cyprus. In 
any 


event, the Greek Cypriotes 
launched a major offensive 
and quickly overran several 
Turk villages. 


Premier Ismet Inonu of Tur- 


key was not the man to take 
trial. From its mainland bases, 
the Turkish air force swarm- 
ed down on Cyprus and for 
three days bombed, rocketed 
and gunned the Greek Cypri- 
ote forces. Greek gunboats off 
the north coast were hit, and 
one was destroyed. In the vil- 
lages, women, old men and 
children were caught between 
varring factions. United Na- 
tions forces, rushed up to re- 
store order and rescue refu- 
gees, were also bracketed by 
fire. Several newsmen were 
wounded in the battling. 


Makarios called on the Sovi- 


et Union. Syria and the United 
Arab 
Republic 
for 
help. 


Khrushchev immediately de- 
ciared that Makarios and the 
Greek Cypriotes 
had "the 


sympathies of the Soviet peo- 
ple and government" and call- 
ed upon the Turks to "stop 
military operations against the 
Republic of Cyprus." 


In Athens, the Greek gov- 


ernment showed signs of an- 
noyance with Makarios over 
the Greek Connote offensive. 


The United Nations Securi- 


tv Council went into emergen- 
cy sessions in New York and 
the diplomatic machinery of 
pacification began to move 
into action. Fishting gradual- 
ly ceased and Premier Inonu 
announced that Turkish 
jet 


flights 
over 
Cyprus would 


cease. Another Cyprus "inci- 
dent" simmered down. 
TURKS HAVE VETO 


Still the problem remained. 


Under the treaty of 1960. in 
which Britain granted Cyprus 
independence, 
t h e Turkish 


Cypriotes were granted veto 
rights over matters of foreign 
affairs and finances. This has 
galled the Greek Cypriote ma- 
jority, and Archbishop Ma- 
karios has been pressing for 
elimination of the veto power. 


The Turks refuse to give up 


the veto, their only guaranty 
o! some equality, and they 
also refuse to quit Cyprus. 
Proposals for partitioning the 
island into Greek and Turkish 
sections are not acceptable to 
either side. At present, near- 
h every city and village has 
its Greek section and its Tur- 
kish section. They are easily 
discerned by the barricades 
separating them, and behind 
the barricades are the guns. 


For the moment, the guns 


are still. No one believes they 
will be still for long.

MORE NEEDED 


But these are conveniences 


and comforts which while use- 
ful and welcome do not affect 
the substantive performance 
ot the legislature. 


In the leisurely pace of the 


legislative branch half a cen- 
tury 
ago. or even 25 years 


ago. it was possible to organ- 
ize a principal legislative com- 
mittee and to expect it to give 
a reasonably good account of 
itself in appraising appropria- 
tion requests, and more im- 
portant, in assessing the per- 
formance of agencies under 
past expenditure allowances. 


But the size of the state 


government considered in fis- 
cal terms aione has increased 
about eight fold during the last 
30 years. The mechanism of 


appraisal and decision 
has 


changed not at all. 


The other day a staff ad- 


visor of the Potter committw 
recited the case of the Mari- 
nette Extension Center of th« 
University of Wisconsin as an 
example of an 
expenditure 


commitment that was inade- 
quately examined in the first 
instance. The state is now 
committed to the operation of 
a fairly high cost enterprise 
for the indefinite future al- 
though a more careful assess- 
ment has shown it to be a 
mistake. 


It was probably unfortunate, 


in terms of the Marinette com- 
munity, that the example was 
used. For there are many oth- 
er case histories in point. The 
legislature simply is not equip- 
ped to make the verification 
studies that are implied in the 
system, are doubtless expect- 
ed by the taxpayers paying 
the bills, and in fact are sin- 
cerely desired by most of the 
responsible members of the 
legislature.' 
* * 


THE NEED 


A careful observer of capi- 


tol affairs is aware of the per- 
piexity of the earnest member 
of the" legislature in these sit- 
uations. 


Even the naked eye of the 


legislator's constituent c a n 
perceive at a glance that it is 
absurd to expect a represen- 
tative engaged in many other 
affairs, even the most acute, 
to penetrate the details of a 
multi-million dollar expendi- 
ture program in what in the 
most favorable circumstances 
is a few hours of perfunctory 
discussion — most of it spent 
in listening to the anxious and 
skilled exposition of the men 
who want the money. 


A minimum requirement for 


the improvement of the leg- 
islature to the standard most 
citizens probably believe al- 
ready exists is a reliable, in- 
dependent 
staff 
of investi- 


gators and technical advisors 
for 
the legislative 
Finance 


Committee. Several other key 
committees in each house can 
make equal claims for such 
advisory machinery. The al- 
ternative 
will be 
slip-shod 


management of public finance 
and the transformation of the 
legislative process into an au- 
tomatic ratification of the pro- 
fessional bureaucracy.
